The first bale of cotton from 
ithe 1949 crop was brought to 
|Elba Saturday morning, August 
6, by Hugh Gannon who opera- 
tes the C. E. Dorsey plantation 
about six miles southeast of Elba 
It was ginned by the Elba Gin 
and Warehouse ompany, being 
|the first bale ginned in their 
j}new plant. 


The bale weighed 357 pounds 
and was bought by the Elba Gin 
}and Warehouse Company for 57 
| cents per pound. The first bale 
last year was from the farms of 
|J. C. Wright and J. L. Davis and 
| weighed 458 pounds. It was gin- 
ned on July 22, the earliest cot- 
ton ginned in Elba for many 
years. It was sold to Elba Gin & 
Warehouse Co. for 51 and one- 
half cents per pound. ‘ 

Another bale of cotton came 
to Elba Saturday morning a few 
minutes after the Gannon bale 
was received but when it was 
discovered that it was too late 
to receive first honors, the own- 
ers carried it elsewhere. 

Records show that Fountain 
Lee brought the first bale of cot- 
ton to Elba in 1947. The Lee and 
Dorsey plantations have fur- 
nished the first bale of cotton on 
several occasions according to 
ginning reords. 


If weather conditions are fa- 
vorable ginning is expected to 
open up quite freely within the 
next two weeks.

Locomotive Whisile Gives 
Way to Diesel Train Hoot 

PHILADELPHIA.—The nostalgic 
wail of the steam locongtive, which 
stirs the imagination of many a 
farm boy, is gradually giving way 
to the modern but less 
hoot of the diesel-electric, 

Though still far from extinction, 
the famed Milkados, Pacilies, 1 
sons and Mountaineers of Ameri- 
can song and story are heading for 
the last roundhouse in a steadily 
increasing ratio, 

Yards that scrap giant steam lo- 
comotives are doing a_ thriving 
business these days, reports R. R 
Zisette, general sales manager of 
SKF Industries, Ince., which 
pioneered anti-friction equipment 
for both types of locomotives. It 
takes 80,000 man-hours to design 
and build a locomotive—but less 
than eight hours to serap one, 

‘In the last two years, 4,800 
steam locomotives were retired, 
while only 138 were ordered,'’ he 
Says. ‘In 1948 alone, 2,678 diesel- 
electric units were ordered as com- 
pared to only 69 for steam—a rate 
of more than 38 to one. Since 1942, 
the number of steam !ocomotives 
in service has declined by more 
than 6,300 while the number of 
diesel-electrics has increased by 
nearly 4,000, 

Steam locomotives still account 
for nearly 85 per cent of all rail- 
road motive power, he says, but 
the swing to diesel-electrics in- 
creases in monentum each year. 

Costs of diesel-electric locomo- 
tives range from $100,000 for a 1,000 
switcher to more than 
$600,000 for a  6,000-horsepower 
freight unit,

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NEW YORK.—The butcher's 
scale read 3% pounds, but the 
chicken looked scrawny to its pros- 
pective purchaser. She snatched 
the bird from the store keeper be- 
fore he could clean it, deftly re- 
moved an %-ounce slug from its 
gizzard, and identified herself as 
an inspector of the city bureau of 
Weights and measures here. 

She then served the startled 
butcher a summons to appear at 
a bureau of hearing on a charge of 
“short-weighing.’’ He was fined 
$100 and warned that a_ second 
offense would mean criminal court 
prosecution, 

This recent incident in a Man- 
hattan store is typical of the hun- 
dreds of retail chiseling cases 
tracked down annually By the 
agency's shopping sleuths, whose 
slogan is ‘caveat emptor’’ (let 
the buyer’ beware). Although 
the bureau saves New York house- 
wives millions of dollars a year, 
numerous instances of cheating 
unfortunately escape its vigilance. 


Many Are Cheated 


Fred J. Loughran, bureau di- 
rector, said today that city store- 
keepers sold two billion dollars 
worth of food a year, Of ‘this 
amount, he estimated that forty 
million dollars was mulcted from 
housewives as a result of under- 
handed practices behind counters. 

Loughran cited a variety of 
methods dishonest retailers use to 
swindle gullible customers, A re- 
cent case involved a grocery-store 
owner who placed all purchases 
on large pieces of wrapping paper. 
As he weighed each purchase, he 
surreptitiously held down one end 
of the paper to make the scale in- 
dicator go up a few ounces, and 
thus added a few extra dollars to 
his cash register every day. 

In another instance an inspector 
caught a butcher who weighed meat 
on a piece of paper under which 
he placed a pound of flattened-out 
bacon, The same agent also trapped 
a fishmonger who ‘neglected to re- 
move large chips of ice from his 
fish before he weighed them. An- 
other inspector recently served a 
summons on a fruit vendor who 
casually left a few cherries and 
grapes on his scale as he weighed 
each purchase, 


Develop Subtle Methods 


Some _ ingeniously dishonest 
tradesmen have developed subtler 
methods for which they often dupe 
hundreds of innocent customers 
until a bureau employee spots the 
gimmick. One butcher who fell into 
this category wound a thin piece of 
string around the tray of his scale, 
the loose end of which fell to the 
floor behind the counter. To this 
end he attached a makeshift wood- 
en pedal, As he placed a purchase 
on his scale he stepped on the pedal, 
regulating his touch carefully te 
add as much weight to a chicken as 
he desired, 


To catch crooked retailers in the 
act of short-weighing, the bureau's 
80 inspectors—four of whom are 


women—pose as customers and 

make test purchases, 

Early Rising Beneficial 

To Those Under Surgery 
CHICAGO,—Early rising after 


operations tends to prevent weak- 
ness, diminishes pain and would 
accelerate convalescence, accord- 
ing to Dr. J. B, Blodgett, Boston, 
writing in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical association. 

Blodgett studied 504 cases in 
which early rising was practiced 
and 608 cases in which the patients 
remained in bed at least seven 
days after their operations. 

Wound disruption after abdominal 
operations occurred in 2.7 per cent 
of the late-rising group, while the 
incidence in the early-rising group 
was 1,2 per cent. Wound infection 
among the early risers was 2.8 per 
cent, compared’ to 4.4 per cent 
among. the late: risers.

Ged 
and country, in short, arouse emo- 
tion and enthusiasm which (for ex- 
ample) the memory even of a great 
man like Jefferson, or the planting 
of a tree, does not. This is generally 
true throughout the world. It was 
true in ancient Israel, for many of 
the Psalms are holiday hymns, fes- 
tival songs, Some years ago a re- 
ligious denomination issued a new 
hymn book, One minister roundly 
denounced the book because it had 
introduced a few patriotic hymns. 
“My Country, ‘tis of Thee’ has no 
place in public worship, he said, 


If that man had been a clos- 
er student of the Psalms, he 
would not have made such 4 
criticism. Most patriotic hymns 
are really prayers for one’s 
native land; Psalms 105 and 106 
are only two of a number of 
Psalms which are in the best 
sense of the word patriotic. 

If the reader wifi look through 


the Psalms for himself, noting all 
the references to God and to Israel, 
remembering that Israel was the 
name of the poet’s country, he wil! 
be convinced that in those times 
as in these, love for God and love 
for country are singable.

Most people fail in a job, he says, 
not for lack of skill, but for failure 
to possess such personal qualities 
as the ability to express oneself 
orally and in writing; ability to get 
along with people; patience in at- 
taining ‘job goals; perseverance; 
alert minds, not necessarily Phi 
Beta Kappa, but more than merely 
willing to get by; proper attitudes 
and mobility. 

The interview is the first impor- 
tant step in getting a job, It’s a 
50-50 proposition. The employer 
finds what you have to sell that he 
can use, The interviewee discovers 
whether the company offers op- 
portunities to satisfy his aims, in- 
terests and qualifications.

Auckland Hot Springs Prove 


Value in Actual Instance 

AUCKLAND, — Maoris, whe 
placed faith in the curative value 
of the Keteahi hot springs long be- 
fore the white man came to New 
Zealand, recently demonstrated the 
powers of the waters on the flank 
of Mount Tongariro, 

A party of natives, arriving by 
auto, carried a 250-pound invalid 
up to the springs on a stretcher— 
a rough four-mile trip uphill—and 
placed him in a bath made in the 
stream flowing from the hot 
springs.

Jess W. Blocker has been car- 
rying the mail on Elba Route 3 
for 42 years, reaching the 42- 
year point August 16th.
